An example of cross-breed- 
ing for utility market animals in this country is found in our mar- 
ket sheep. Female range stock carrying 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
Merino breeding are successfully mated with mutton type rams to 
produce the great bulk of our Western feeder lambs. Judging from 
recent reports in the agricultural papers, cross-breeding for market 
hogs is on the increase in this country. It is claimed the cross- 
bred animals come in larger litters, are more vigorous and make 
more rapid daily gains during the fattening period. Experiments 
recently carried out at the Iowa and Illinois Experiment Stations 
appear to verify these claims. Denmark and Ireland follow a sys- 
tematic program of cross-breeding to produce a special type of 
bacon hog. 

Considering the matter of cross-bred cattle for beef produc- 
tion, the reputation of cross-breds secured by mating two beef 
breeds is well established. Animals produced by such a cross are 
uniformly excellent market beef animals. Examples of such cross- 
ing appear in our Western range cattle. 

On the other hand the crossing of a distinct beef type with a 
distinct dairy type for beef production is, as yet, an untried method. 
If beef production is to be established on a profitable basis on di- 
versified farms in this section of the county, conditions suggest 
that we are in need of some “pay as you go” plan of operation. 
Under diversified and intense farming conditions, the one-calf-per- 
cow program for beef production appears to have little in its favor. 
No longer can the diversified farmer, as a rule, keep a beef cow 
just for the calf it will raise. Just as dairymen for some time have 
been driving out their borders and unprofitable cows, so the beef

bred Aberdeen-Angus, fed for 
baby beef. The calves were very nearly the same age, all calved 
in the early months of 1926 and fed experimentally on full feed 189 
days. Each lot received the same grain ration, but in slightly dif- 
ferent amounts according to their requirements. All the calves ex- 
cept the Aberdeen-Angus were secured at different places and dif- 
ferent times. 

The cross-bred calves in Lot 1 were all raised by two dairymen 
near Madison who used Aberdeen-Angus bulls. They were secured 
when 10 to 14 days of age and weighing about 100 Ibs. Two calves 
nursed one cow until about 6 months of age when weaned. The 
calves were started on grain as soon as they would eat and were 
continued on full feed. This accounts for their being a little heav- 
ier at the time the trial started, November 4th, and probably also 
for the fact that they did not make as large gains during the feed- 
ing trial as either of the other lots. 

; The pure bred Holsteins in Lot 2 were secured from breeders 
in this section of the state and were assembled just prior to the 
start of the feeding trial. The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus calves 
were purchased just prior to starting the experiment from five 
breeders of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Grant county. This 
lot of calves is the youngest group, having been calved from March 
to May in 1926. During the summer they ran with. their dams in 
pasture and received no grain until shortly before the beginning of 
the feeding trial. They were in the thinnest condition of flesh of 


any of the lots at the start of the trial. The accompanying table | 


gives the results of the 189 day feeding trial. : 
The table shows that all three lots made satisfactory gains, the 
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eins ranking first in this regard, close- 
ag 0 ate by the pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus and they by the cross breds. ; 

The cost of feed per 100 pounds gain was 
$10.23 for the Aberdeen-Angus _ steers, 
$11.03 for the Holsteins, and $12.31 for the 
cross-breds. ; : 

All lots will be shipped to Chicago and 
sold on the open market, in order to secure 
the judgment of the men on this great mar- 
ket regarding the values of each lot. 
Slaughter tests will be made to determine 
the dressing percentage of the steers in 
each lot and the value of the carcasses. 

In order to permit the making of a pre- 
liminary report at this time, an estimated 
value has been placed on each lot this week 
by experts of one of the Wisconsin packing 
companies. The Aberdeen-Angus steers 
were valued at the highest price, $12.00 per 
ewt. on account of their excellent beef type 
and good finish. The cross-breds were es- 


timated at $11.25, due to being of a slightly 
less desirable type than the Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers, while the Holsteins were esti- 
mated at only $9.00 cwt., due to their lack 
of desired conformation and a lack of finish. 
This was caused by the fact that, although 
they made good gains, they tended to grow 
rather than to fatten. 

Lot 3, the Aberdeen-Angus calves, were 
valued at $10.00 per cwt. at the beginning 
of the trial. At this price, they made a net 
return over cost of feed, after crediting 
pork profits, of $17.48 a head. 

The results for the other lots are comput- 
ed with this lot as a standard. As shown 
in the table, in order to make an equal net 
return from the cross-bred steers of Lot 1, 
it would have been necessary to buy them 
or raise them at an initial cost of $7.52 per 
ewt. In the case of the Holstein steers in 
Lot 2, it would have been necessary to se- 
cure them at an initial cost of only $4.34 a 


Blazing a "Trail ix a» 


Old Established Whiteface Country 


Blazing a trail in a new country is by no 
means a light task. Nevertheless there is 
a great satisfaction in the business of suc- 
cessful pioneering. The experience of C. E. 
Varco is interesting and shows the determ- 
ination that leads to success. His fine Al- 
falfamere ranch is located in Richland coun- 
ty, Montana, just over the line from North 
Dakota in the Yellowstone River country 
where that stream flows north and about 
twenty-five miles from its junction with the 
old Missouri river. For forty years this has 
been a predominantly Hereford country and 
Mr. Varco has experienced slow going from 
the start. However he has found it easier 
each year to dispose of his surplus bulls un- 
til it has taxed the capacity of his herd the 
last two seasons to supply the bull demand. 
This year the demand has been even great- 
er. Sidney, his mail and shipping station 
is located on both the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern Railways furnishing ex- 
cellent shipping facilities for this rich sec- 
tion of country. 

Mr. Varco had been running some Aber- 
dten-Angus grades up to 1916 when he 
founded his present pure bred herd through 
the purchase of three cows from the Camp- 
bell Brothers herd at Utica, Minnesota. To 
these he mated an extra good Erica bull, a 
son of the imported Earl Eric of Ballindal- 
loch a number of whose daughters he still 
retains in the breeding herd. In 1919 four 
more females were added from the Escher 
& Ryan sale, an Erica, a Queen Mother, a 
Pride of Aberdeen and a Ballindalloch K. 
Pride. Two of these were daughters of 
Blackcap Clipper, one a daughter of Prince 
Felzer and the fourth was sired by Bomano. 

“I was present the night of the big ban- 
quet” says Mr. Varco “when the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal was inaugurated and have 
been a subscriber ever since. I always look 
forward to each succeeding issue.” That 
was a night the Editor has not forgotten, 
and one we think that has had much to do 
with the promotion of the Aberdeen- Angus 
breed since that June in 1919. 

Another purchase of five cows and heifer 
calves from the estate of T. R. Culver, two 
of which were cows from the old Anderson 
& Findlay herd was made that same year. 
At that time two herd sires were in use: 
Black Eagle C 160763 a son of Black Wood- 
lawn bred by Pat Donohoe. Black Wood- 


lawn was the sire of Oakville Quiet Lad, 
International grand champion bull in 1910 
and he was in turn the sire of Idolmere the 
International grand champion bull in 1919 
as well as the sire of many very valuable 
and outstanding breeding and show cattle. 
The other bull Blackbird Quality Boy 263- 
644, a grandson of Undulata Blackcap Ito 
2d who also sired Epistos the International 
grand champion bull in 1916. This bull had 
been purchased from Hartnell & Lang, of 
Staceyville, Iowa. 

This was the last purchase of females ex- 
cept the line bred Earl Marshall heifer Eu- 
toria Marshall 3d secured through Manager 
E. T. Davis at the Escher & Ryan sale last 
year. She is an extremely smooth heifer 
and when mated with King Marshall of 
Page by Bar Marshall the 1922 Internation- 
al grand champion bull should bring some- 
thing good. This youngster is the junior 
herd sire at present and is assisting Black- 
wood Burr of Page a grandson of Oakville 
Quiet Lad and Elmont E. This bull weighs 
over a ton in flesh and is siring a remark- 
ably uniform lot of calves. The first calf 
in his fourth crop came February 15th. It 
was a fine heifer from one of the good 
Blackcap Clipper cows. 

The pure bred herd now numbers fifty 
females. After this year it is estimated 
that the calf crop will number around forty 
head which will be the capacity of the farm. 
In a recent communication Mr. Varco says: 
“T have been pioneering Aberdeen-Angus in 
this country and it has been rather slow and 
sometimes discouraging progress but each 
year it becomes easier to sell the Blacks. I 
have sold out of bulls entirely the past two 
years.” Mr. Varco is to be congratulated 
in that he could see the advantage in breed- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus cattle and has stuck 
to it until his neighbors too are getting the 
vision of Better Beef and seeking his bulls 
to help them keep up with the times. The 
quality sires that have been and are today 
used at Alfalfamere Ranch will pull any 
breeder through no matter how strong the 
opposition, for they are of the quality that 
will demonstrate beyond any question of 
doubt the ability of the breed to carry on 
and to make good where others fail.

Before drawing any definite conclusions 
concerning this investigation it will be nec- 
essary to repeat the experiments. 


(Editor’s Note: Mr. Fuller has kindly 
consented to give this report to the Journal. 
Wisconsin being one of the leading dairy 
cattle states is seeking a means of deriving 
more profit from that portion of the annual 
calf crop which is not retained for replace- 
ment purposes. This experiment shows that 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull may be used to ad- 
vantage in arriving at the proper conclu- 
sion, for his calves from Holstein cows are 
worth 73 per cent more per pound as feed- 
ers than the pure bred Holsteins. And still 
the cross breds are only worth 66 per cent 
as much as pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steers to go in the feed lot. The Journal is 
of the opinion that an even higher percent- 
age of profit might be realized were these 
cross bred calves to find their way to the 
vealer markets. There may be a tendency 
on the part of some breeders to send these 
cross bred steers into the open steer market. 
This should be discouraged except when 
they are sold under their proper label as 
cross bred Holsteins for the man looking 
for Aberdeen-Angus steers should get Aber- 
deen-Angus steers free from dairy blood 
lines. 

This comment is intended not to discour- 
age the cross breeding but rather to encour- 
age it under its proper banner, for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull can here assist material- 
ly in making a more profitable dairy busi- 
ness.)

Agriculture. No activity is doing so much 
to improve the future standing, prosperity 
and social position of the American farmer 
as the boys’ and girls’ clubs. Because of 
this fact the Aberdeen-Angus Journal has 
established a 4-H Club Department and it 
is believed that it is the only magazine with 
a national circulation having a 4-H Club 
Department. It seems advisable to review 
briefly the history of club work in this issue 
since our following issue will be strictly de- 
voted to club work. Mr. William B. Otwell 
of Macoupin County, Illinois, is credited by- 
most writers to be originator of the idea of 
club work. To him the distinction must be 
given for reviving interest in the farmers’ 
institute in his county. After several fail- 
ures to attract any crowd to the Macoupin 
County Farmers’ Institute Mr. Otwell start- 
ed to enlist the boys of the county in a corn 
growing and showing contest. Five hundred 
boys were persuaded to enter the contest. 
The outcome was surprisingly successful. 
The institute that winter was well attended 
and so much interest was aroused that 1500 
boys entered the contest for the coming 
year. Whether or not Mr. Otwell was the 
first to enlist boys in a project of this kind 
is not certain, but in 1904 at the World’s 
Fair in St. Louis he presented the results 
of the work of 8,000 boys in the contest and 
1200 10-ear samples were displayed, which 
was the most extensive and practical appli- 
cation of club work up to that time. 

Iowa, Ohio, Texas and Indiana soon saw 
the vision and followed in the footsteps of 
Illinois. The work in Iowa began at Sig- 
ourney, Keokuk County, with a membership 
of 335 boys the first year. As a whole the 
effort along club lines in the northern and 
western states was under the direct super- 
vision of colleges of agriculture. Club work 
in the south was started and found its most 
able supporter in the late Dr. S. A. Knapp. 

The prizes and other like remuneration 
was donated by public-spirited citizens. 
Many of the prizes were trips to the various 
agricultural colleges, Washington, D. C., 
State Fairs and other expositions like the 
Chicago International. The year 1911 mark- 
ed the beginning of the cooperation of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
with the State Agricultural Colleges in pro- 
moting club work. By 1912 a_ sufficient 
amount of money was available to start this 
cooperation, and a state leader was appoint- 
in Indiana and Iowa. This plan proved fo be 
very successful and club work has enjoyed 
a steady growth except for a fluctuation 
during the World War. Since 1920 the 
growth has been steady and rapid. The fol-

According to the 
June 10th issue of, club news, Secretary No- 
ble’s figures show that there were 76,801 
club members more in 1925 than 1924 and 
1926 showed a gain of 21,110 over 1995, 

The Smith Lever Bill providing federal 
aid for states that provided an equal appro- 
priation was signed May 8, 1914. The in- 
itial amount alloted to each state was $1250, 
In addition to state and federal funds this 
great movement has been supported by do- 
nations and gifts from firms, corporations 
and individuals. Fairs and Expositions from 
the smallest community fair up to the Chi- 
cago International Live Stock Exposition 
have been extremely interested in club 
members. 

Club work has now become standardized 
in most of the states and is supervised by 
the agricultural extension work. The coun- 
ty agent has become the real engineer in 
the field, supported by club leaders and 
Smith-Hughes teachers. 

Live Stock Clubs. 

Live stock clubs are an out-growth of the 
corn clubs. E. W. Jones, Superintendent of 
Schools at Caddo Parish, La., organized a 
pig club in conjunction with his corn club 
in 1910 in order to have a suitable market 
for the boys’ corn. Poultry clubs soon fol- 
lowed pig clubs and- has fitted well into 
school programs as_ project work. Calf 
clubs were notestarted until 1914. Coving- 
ton County, Miss., started a program to ex- 
tend beef cattle produetion but found that 
club work was the most successful. The 
calf club idea spread very rapidly, while 
only 13 years old has scattered to every sec- 
tion of the country. Colt and Lamb club 
work has not been tried very extensively 
but bids to be much more popular in the 
near future. 

The real value of club work cannot be 
measured. The influence it will have upon 
the future rural population will do more to 
hold up the standards of farmers than any 
other single factor. Cooking and sewing 
clubs and horticultural clubs are of equal 
value with live stock clubs. In live stock 
club work the father helps his boy select an 
animal. In the search to find a good indi- 
vidual, the fact is thoroughly impressed up- 
on the boy and brought to the observation 
of the father that good individuals can only 
be found where good sires are used. Under 
the boy’s care and feeding, a marked differ- 
ence is evident each day as the well-bred 
calf, pig, lamb or colt even to the untrain 
eye, clearly shows the advantage of improv- 
ed breeding. The lesson is continuous, be- 
cause each day the comparison drives home 
the never-to-be for- (Continued on page 9

Aesop, Grimm and other writers of fables 
and folk lore lived 2000 years ago yet what 
lessons their stories taught, how well they 
apply to the present day, what students of 
human nature they were. Take for instance 
the story of The Country Mouse and The 
City Mouse, until we are convinced other- 
wise the lot of others often seems sordid and 
impossible. City people traveling through 
the country often remark they cannot un- 
derstand how the inhabitants of the lovely 
farms exist. They are sure the life of a 
farmer must be one of labor and monotony. 
This does not apply to all city people. Of- 
ten we find a misfit in factory or shop 
whose life is so atune with nature that hap- 
piness for him means a life in the country 
but circumstances beyond his control de- 
mand that his life be spent elsewhere. Such 
victims are unfortunate. 

It is a wonderfully interesting thing as in 
the fable to get the other persons point of 
view. I look back with much amusement 
to the visit of a dear friend who spent sev- 
eral days with me during my early years of 
married life. This friend was a charming 
city woman whose very nature craves ex- 
citement and constant change so the same- 
ness of farm life did not appeal to her. We 
were sitting on my porch one late summer 
afternoon. I was enjoying my pleasant 
comfortable yet unpretentious country home 
as well as the companionship of this friend 
and that of my fine, healthy baby who was 
asleep in a cradle near by. This cradle had 
rocked his father and numerous cousins and 
friends. Times change and with them meth- 
ods so my baby slept in the cradle but it 
didn’t rock. 

The long afternoon shadows were creep- 
ing over the hills and wooded valleys. Vis- 
ible nature was incomparable in peace and 
beauty. The friend suddenly remarked: 
“Do you mean to say you are satisfied with 
these surroundings, all this work, and lack 
of advantages?” I replied that most of my 
life had been spent on the farm and while 
I realized there was plenty of work and lack 
of advantages I was perfectly satisfied with 
the surroundings. One argument supplant- 
ed another in our conversation. She drew 
very vivid pictures of the disagreeable feat- 
ures of farm life. Then she remarked that 
one thing she did not like was the quietness 


and loneliness of the evenings. Now 
the evening especially the early sum- 
mer evening is the most _ beautiful 


time of the day to me. It is the peaceful, 
delightful climax of a wonderful changing 
day. We can but stand in awe and feel the 
uplifting, purifying and refining influence 
of nature at this time of day. Then another 
remark that I resented most of all was in 
reference to farm animals. Such obstacles 
the flies they brought, their uncouth appear- 
ance, and worst of all the odor. I looked at 
our well cleaned yards and remembered how 
much I had enjoyed the song of the Swedish 
man as he worked. Such a deep resonant 
voice as he drove over the hills. Truly there 
are many whose talent equals or even sur- 
passes the famous, yet the world never 
hears. I told her if those same animals paid 
her taxes, fed and clothed her family she 
might not find them so obnoxious. 


In the due course of time I returned the 
visit just as the fable reads. It is well fox 


every one to take a vacation we are mcre 
content and I brought back many new ideas 
as well as numerous articles from the ten 
cent store. I was more satisfied with my 
lot after that visit. It was one continuous 
hurry from home to shop, tea, theatre, club, 
party. One grand round of excitement. My 
nerves and feet vied with each other in 
claiming recognition. 

Going into the city each day we passed 
through a tenement district which was in- 
habited by such a destitute, pitiful, hostile 
to life people. Such a different class than 
we ever see in the country. I was surely 
thankful to be one of the more fortunate 
ones, who could at least have sunshine, 
cleanliness, food and proper raiment. Our 
farm animals were better housed than they. 

One afternoon just as we reached the 
home of my friend a most offensive odor 
reached me. The wind was in the proper 
direction to bring it from the packing in: 
dustries for which this city is noted. My 
friend apparently didn’t notice it and I have 
wondered since whether I was too fatigued 
or too polite to mention it and compare it 
to the chief objection with which she so em- 
phatically renounced my much loved ani- 
mals. 

Science and Farm Relief. 


Our little city being situated in the heart 
of the corn belt was much interested in a 
lecture given here last week by a disting- 
uished scientist, Dr. Sweeney of the Iowa 
State College at Ames. Dr. Sweeney was 
not unknown tc many of us as we have been 
watching his experiments with interest the 
past two years. His lecture, and he brought 
specimens to prove his statements, was what 
could be done with the corn stalk after it has 
reached the stage where it is practically 
waste. He emphasized the fact that the 
work of the chemist is the conversion of the 
apparently useless into something of per- 
manent and profitable value. Iowa annual- 
ly wastes 100 million tons of corn stalks and 
20 million tons of corn cobs. If this waste 
was prohibited by the manufactury of val- 
uable products, the waste would equal the 
value of the corn. He predicted $6.00 dol- 
lars per ton would be a conservative value 
to put on the waste corn stalks and an acre 
would yield 1% or more tons of stalks after 
cattle had fed upon them. At this rate an 
acre would be worth at least $9.00 which 
would be equal in value to the original corn 
crop. 

Some of the products of the corn stalk are 
various kinds of lumber which was light, 
durable, and waterproof; interior wall board 
with high insulatory values; shingles cover- 
ed with crushed granite, and almost every 
kind of paper. He showed specimens of 
these which were manufactured in his labor- 
atory at Ames. Rayon silk is another pro- 
duct. The substance necessary for its man- 
ufacture exists equally in cotton, wood, and 
the cornstalk. Rayon silk is used extensive- 
ly for hose, dress materials and draperies. 


The cornstalk also yields Furfural, a ma- 
terial used in lamps and which Dr. Sweeney 
predicts will in the near future, mixed with 
other materials be a substitute for gasoline. 


The farmers of our county were much in- 
terested but of course as in all new adven- 
tures it found many skeptical of its value 
to Iowa. One being that the removal of 
cornstalks would rot the land of humus an 
element so necessary to hold the moisture. 
Another, the expense of getting the stalks 
from the field to the factory would equal 
the profit derived from them. 

Dr. Sweeney sees the possibility of Farm 
Relief in these by-products of the corn field 
and the building of factories right in the 
corn belt. At the present time with beef 


cattle high and scarce it might seem that 
the beef breed is going to solve the Farm 
Relief problems of the present as it has in 
the past.

However, it is hoped that with the growing 
interest and stiffer competition those in 
charge of club work will not let the young- 
sters forget the real object of club work 
which is educational and not prize winning. 


We have established a Club Depart- 
ment in our paper because we are 
planning to build for the future and 
we are confident that the boys and 
girls who are taking part in junior 
club work will make outstanding farm 
folks in the future. Every boy and 
girl in club work should be sure to 
secure a copy of our anniversary num- 
ber published August Ist.

Why a __ of R icia Selection 
Should be Followed on Farms This Year 


The rapid changes tak- 
ing place in the poultry in- 
dustry have developed certain 
factors that will play an im- 
portant part in the produc- 
tion and marketing of poul- 
try. Years ago the bulk of 
our poultry was marketed in 
the central and _ northern 
states about the time that the 
first snow would fly in the 
Fall of the year. As a gen- 
eral rule, the markets were 
glutted during these months 
and the prices received for 
these products were much 
lower than at any other time 
of the year. This condition 
encouraged the storing of 
poultry for use during the 
months when less volume

ten or twelve years 
ago, when the idea of 
culling and __ selection 
was being advocated 
throughout the country, 
a radical change took 
place in the marketing 
of poultry, especially 
fowl.. Instead of fowl 
being marketed during 
September, October, 
November and Decem- 
ber the movement now 
takes place throughout 
the entire year. There 
is a tendency on the 
part of those interested 
in storing poultry to 
reduce the volume of 
fowl in storage and a 
larger volume is reach- 
ing consuming centers 
as live and fresh-killed 
fowl.

month of the year. These 
changes in production are re- 
flecting upon the prices re- 
ceived for the product and 
are becoming important fact- 
ors to be considered by the 
producer.

past five years reveals 
the fact that produc- 
tion is increasing very 
materia'ly in certain 
sections of the country. 
This increase in the 
number of units main- 
tained on the farm may 
affect production in 
one of two ways. The 
increase in the number 
of units of production 
on the farm may re- 
duce the efficiency of 
the individual unit. Of- 
tentimes inadequate fa- 
cilities are found on 
farms to take care of 
the increase. This re- 
sults in an overcrowde 
condition and _ over- 
crowding poultry re 
duces its vitality an 
makes it susceptible to 
disease and will also 
lower its efficiency 
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Capacity as Indicated by Width Between Pelvic Arch and Keel Bone is a Characteris- 
tic to Consider in Culling. 


from the standpoint of production. On the 
other hand, the increase in production can 
result in greater efficiency of a unit in that 
it enables the producer to have greater 
numbers for selection. For example, a pro- 
ducer can make a better selection from 500 
hens than he can from 200, providing condi- 
tions are ideal for production. This enables 
him to follow a plan of rigid selection which 
will result in a higher efficiency per unit. 

In certain areas of our poultry producing 
centers we have noted a large increase in 
the volume of eggs. The increase in these 
sections is due primarily to the increase in 
the numbers of hens rather than toethe 
greater efficiency of the individual hen. 

Time to Cull. 

If we are going to maintain large poultry 
units on the farm on a profitable basis a 
program of rigid selection must be followed. 
The trap nest has made it possible to study 
the records of individual hens and compare 
their records with certain physical charac- 
teristics. 

A study of these characteristics reveals 


that during the months of June, July and 
August these observations can be made 
most readily. This, no doubt, accounts for 
the fact that most of the culling work is 
done at that time of the year. However, 
progressive poultry producers define culling 
as the sorting of desirable and undesirable 
hatching eggs, chicks, pullets, cockerels, 
hens or breeding males at all times of the 
year. 

Culling does not necessarily forecast fu- 
ture production except as it is correlated 
with past production. If a hen has been a 
good producer it is generally assumed that 
she will be a good producer in the future if 
she maintains her good health and has prop- 
er management. A poor hen is likely to 
continue so unless her production has been 
influenced by poor housing and feeding and 
these items of management are corrected. 

Feeding and Its Relation to Culling. 

In order to do successful culling one must 
have a general knowledge of poultry man- 
agement and its influence upon the individ-

Multiple Hitching demonstration that was 
started last spring in Iowa met with unani- 
mous approval wherever the demonstration 
was held, and as one looks at the records 
where the multiple hitch was demonstrated 
it will be found that the farmer was not 
only curious to see more horses driven than 
he had been accustomed to but he was very 
eager to learn how to cut down costs of pro- 
duction by the use of power which he can 
grow and support by farm products. 

The real purpose of the multiple hitch has 
been ably set forth in the Extension Bulle- 
tin No. 140 published by Iowa State Col- 
lege. This useful and well written pam- 
phlet can be secured by any one who will 
write for it. It was written by Roy W. 
Snyder, Animal Husbandry Expert, who has 
been in charge of the multiple hitch dem- 
onstration and E. V. Collins, a well known 
agricultural engineering professor, who has 
been connected with the teaching staff for 
several years. 

The big team or multiple hitch is one 
means of lowering production costs through 
more efficient use of horse and man power. 
The purpose of multiple hitch demonstra- 
tions is to show: first, that under Iowa 
conditions the use of teams of four, five, 
six and eight horses or mules is practical, 
desirable and easily accomplished. Anoth- 
er purpose is to show the way in which 
teams of the size already in use may be 
made to work more efficiently and com- 
fortably, without side draft, over-heating, 
crowding or similar troubles so common on

Clarence S. Hill of Minburn who is a col- 
lege graduate and is farming 1,000 acres 
has adopted the multiple hitch and has suc- 
cessfully used the eight horse hitch. A pure 
bred Belgian stallion is used on the Hill's 
farm and they are a strong believer in pro- 
ducing “your own power.” N. T. Lundvall 
Boxholm, in Boone county who is farming 
eight hundred acres heartily received the 
multiple hitch idea. John Schmitz, Harlan, 
Shelby county, was very anxious concerning 
the multiple hitch and had fourteen mules 
waiting for the demonstrator. Mr. Schmitz 
is operating about 1,000 acres, some of the 
land is rolling and in going up hill he has 
found that reserve power for a short dis- 
tanee is necessary. The horse has a reserve 
power that he can exert like all other liv- 
ing things in case of necessity, but anything 
that man has invented has not a surplus 
power because it is mechanical and does not 
possess life. Ed Armstrong, of Elkhorn, 
and Frank Harrick, of Tennant, both use 
successfully an eight horse hitch on three 
bottom __ plows.

tion about tying-in and bucking-back. L. H. 
Brandt, Waverly, Breemer county, who is a 
pure bred Percheon breeder co-operated 
with the harness and implement men and 
staged a very successful demonstration that 
was well attended. Here Mr. Snyder show- 
ed the advantage of multiple hitch in break- 
ing colts. Out of the eight horses there 
were two colts, one of which was never 
hitched before and the other only twice. 
The colleges that are co-operating with 
the Draft Horse Breeding Association in 
putting on multiple hitch demonstrations 
are doing a real service to the farmers. 
They are lessening the cost of production 
and at the same time citing the way—how 
a farmer single handed can operate a large 
acreage without tying up a lot of money 
which the average farmer would have to 
borrow. Thereby lowering his buying pow- 
er for cattle, sheep and hogs which are the 
classes of live stock that the farmer must 
grow and feed to give him staple and direct 
returns because they are used for human 
consumption. The American farmer should 
feed what he raises and raise what he feeds 
to a great degree. Last year hogs and sheep 
made, and perhaps cattle lost a little money. 
This year cattle and sheep will show a prof- 


it; hogs will be on the border line; in 1928 
it might be the sheep turn to drop, and cat- 
tle and hogs will do the trick. A good gen- 
eral merchant is not much worried about ev- 
ery article he carries making a profit but 
what he is interested in is the balance at 
the end of the year. He cannot tell just 
what way the public is going to swing in 
color scheme or style any more than the 
farmer can tell which way the market will 
swing but he must be prepared to take ad- 
vantage of his opportunities when they 
come. If a farmer would do his work with 
horses that will eat farm products and keep 
around him some cattle, hogs and sheep 
year in and year out he will be successful 
and the writer challenges any one to show 
him an example of this kind where the own- 
er is not making a comfortable living and 
a home provided he has not speculated in 
other fields. One thing that is sure—high 
prices never have and never will do the 
farmer who hasn’t anything to sell any 
good. Good draft geldings are in demand, 
selling from two to five hundred dollars but 
the man who has not been breeding his 
mares or the man who has been breeding 
his mares to a small inferior stallion will 
not be benefited by the demand for good 
geldings.

Make Good on Kansas City Market 


Only a few days ago Sunbeam Farms, 
Miami, Oklahoma, were on the Kansas City 
market with 53 head of mixed yearlings, 
long and short ages. They had all been 
raised on Judge Fullerton’s tenant farms 
and were mostly pure breds. They sold up 
to 12 cents per pound, Mr. A. H. Schmidt, 
President of the Tarkio Molasses Feed Co., 
at Kansas City, paying that price for a 
number of heifers which he purchased to 
grow steers from. 

Mr. Schmidt feeds and shows all breeds 
ot fat steers. He has no difficulty in find- 
ing the number of good ones he wants in 
the Hereford markets at Kansas City but it 
is not so easy to gather in the good ones of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed as they are pick- 
ed up long before market time by those who 
are on the lookout early in the season. For 
that reason Mr. Schmidt has decided to in- 
stall his own breeding herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus and then to grow his own steers for 
show purposes. This he can do readily be- 
cause he wont have to have an excessively 
big herd of Doddies to accomplish what he 
wants to do, for a large percent of the Black 
ones come good when they are bred that 
way. 

Because of the heavy farm work these cat- 
tle had been moved up to Sunbeam Farms, 
for the last sixty days of feeding, where 
according to Superintendent Porteous they 
gained 140 pounds average after shipping 
shrinkage had been deducted. That was a 
fine gain and speaks well for the quality 
of the cattle on feed as well as the manner 
in which they had been handled in the lots. 

With the above shipment Sunbeam Farms 
have disposed of something over $13,000.00 
worth of surplus cattle during the last year 
which just about cleans them up except for 
a few show animals that will accompany the 
herd this fall. All these cattle had been 
raised on the farms and it has been but six 
years since Judge Fullerton was out at the 


sales buying his foundation material. It 
pays to secure the good ones. 

Among the very recent pure bred sales 
was a pair of fine heifers to Sam E. Utter, 
ot Rocky Comfort, Missouri, who purchased 
a bull here last year was so well pleased 
with his outcome that he returned for other 
seed stock.

At this season of the year when spring 
lambs have either been marketed or are 
about ready for market, the good flock mas- 
ter is laying plans for preparing his flock 
for another breeding season. 

The ewes should be culled at this time. 
All ewes with badly broken mouths, spoiled 
udders, non-breeders, and poor producers 
should be fattened and sent to market. Keep 
only those ewes that come nearest reaching 
your ideal. Now is the time 
to take an inventory of the 
ram which was used in the 
flock the past year. If he 
did not produce lambs of 
good type he should be re- 
placed by another ram. 

Selection of ram: Wheth- 
er a pure bred or grade flock 
is to be maintained, a pure 
bred ram should be placed at 
the head of the flock. The 
ram should be as nearly per- 
fect in conformation as pos- 
sible, at the same time hav- 
ing a good fleece, and the 
markings of the breed to 
which he belongs. Care should be taken not 
to select a ram that is excessive in size, 
rough and coarse. A large coarse ram will 
not breed as uniform a lot of lambs nor will 
they be as compactly and smoothly built, 
which is essential in lambs that are raised 
for market. 

The flock ram should have a short, broad 
clean cut head, with a clear prominent eye. 
The head as a whole, should show decided 
masculine appearance, which is a good in- 
dication of strong productive powers. The 
neck should be of medium length and fit 
neatly on the head and shoulders. The ram 
should have a strong, vigorous constitution. 
This is indicated largely by the spring of 
rib, the width and the depth of the chest. 
The shoulders should be smooth, compact 
and well covered with natural flesh. 

The ram should be short coupled, having 
a wide, thick loin with a thick covering of 
meat along the back. A long smooth rump 
is desirable as a sheep that carries a large 
per cent of meat in the hind quarters is pre- 
ferable from the butchers standpoint. The 
leg of mutton should be wide, full and car- 
ried well down toward the hocks. 

The ram should stand squarely on his 
feet and legs with strong feet and pasterns. 
The bone should show plenty of size for the 
individual, at the same time being clean 
cut and showing quality. 

The fleece is an important item in select- 
ing the ram. It should be dense, fine and 
strong, showing plenty of crimp and luster. 


In the selection of a ram, the breed type 
should not be overlooked. Before purchas- 
ing a pure bred ram, learn all that is pos- 
sible about the characteristics of the breed 
you have chosen, and then select the ram 
that shows breed characteristics, type and 
sex character. 

The ewes should also be taken into con- 
sideration. If the ewes are small and fine, 
it would be well to select a ram of opposite 
quality. If the ewes are large and coarse, 
select a smaller ram. Always keep in mind 
that the ram is half of the flock—like be- 
gets like—and therefore, too much care can- 
not be given to the selection of the breed-

3. The feed eaten by the lot of lambs 
sired by the inferior ram was 59 per cent 
more than that eaten by the lambs sired by 
the superior ram. The grain eaten per 100 
lbs. gain was 88.78 lbs. for the former lot 
and only 52.81 lbs. for the latter. 

4. Both lots of lambs consumed about 
the same amount of grain at the same ages, 
the advantage being slightly in favor of the 
lambs of the better mutton type. 

5. At 3 months of age, the lambs sired 
by the good ram were 9.39 lbs. heavier and 
made a total gain of 8.43 lbs. greater than 
the lambs sired by the inferior ram. The 
lambs from the scrub sire required 2.8 per 
cent more grain per 100 lbs. gain than did 
the other lot. 

6. Lambs sired by the good ram sold for 
$7.35 per 100 lbs. while the ones sired by 
= inferior ram brought only $4.50 per 100 

Ss. 

7. The lambs sired by the good ram were 
thicker fleshed, smoother, broader and 
lighter in pelts than the lambs sired by the 
inferior rams.

Pure Bred Doddies to Replace Grades 


Strange it is how the Journal keeps un- 
covering new herds of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle and finding with that experience hosts 
of new friends. One of the latest to be “un- 
covered” is John A. Krall who is operating 
a range herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 
his Missouri river ranch consisting of about 
560 pure bred cattle. Amongst them are a 
few grades who trace their lineage to the 
visits of stray bulls from neighboring 
ranches. ; 

The Krall ranch of some 1200 acres 1s 
located near Culbertson, Montana, a thriv- 
ing little city on the Great Northern Rail- 
way line and about a dozen or fifteen miles 
west of the North Dakota state line; about 
100 miles west of Williston, North Dakota, 
and some fifty miles south of the Saskatch- 
ewan line on the Canadian border, where 
the Missouri river flows almost directly east 
and quite parallel with the 48th meridian 
for a distance of nearly two hundred miles, 
about an equal distance in each state. The 
town is located in Roosevelt county. 

This new found friend came to the Jour- 
nal first thing for information, immediately 
the service was rendered and a kindly re- 
sponse brought a good story: “Thanks for 
the information concerning the marking of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I am writing to 
Mr. Morford and have already received the 
necessary blanks and information for regis- 
tration from the Association offices. 

“Our pure bred herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
is quite small, numbering but ten females 
and headed by a bull sired by Blackwood 
Burr of Page and out of a Eutopia of Al- 
falfamere dam. This bull was purchased 
from C. E. Varco, of Sidney, Montana, last 
summer. Our range herd numbers almost 
500 head most of which are pure bred, a 
few mixed ones creep in occasionally due to 
stray bulls. Our aim is to establish an en- 
tire pure bred herd and to raise our own 
bulls from the registered herd. We are not 
running the registered stuff on the ranges, 
but keep them in small pastures near the 
homestead where we can keep in close touch 
with them. 

“The winter feeding grounds are situat- 
ed on the banks of the Missouri river, sur- 
rounded by 400 acres of timber and thick 
underbrush, making an ideal spot for this 
kind of work. Incidentally this 400 acres is 
fenced hog tight on one side and the river 
on the other makes an ideal hog pasture 
during the summer. Sweet clover grows 
abundantly on the river banks and in fact 
in all open spots. We have 250 hogs sum- 
mering there on river water, sweet clover 
and some ground oats and barley. Joining 
one end of the timber we have 30 acres of 
hulless barley just starting to turn (July 
1st) into which we will turn the entire herd 
as soon as the barley is ripe. Joining the 
barley there is a 30 acre field of Flint corn 
which at this writing is far more than knee 
high, into which we will turn the hogs when 
the barley is gone. 

“Our winter feed for the mature cattle 
consists of sweet clover hay, oats and barley 
straw and some blue joint. The calves get 
oats and blue joint hay. We have about 800 
acres In crop; 250 acres in corn, balance in 
small grain. All right on the banks of the 
Missouri river.” 

a. Krall closed by extending to the Jour- 
al representative whoever he might be a 


cordial invitation to pay a visit to his fine 
Aberdeen-Angus ranch when in that “neck 
of the woods.” Needless to say such an in- 
vitation is always accepted and frequently 
enjoyed. If Aberdeeen-Angus cattle make 
good for this man in the far north why wont 
they make good for other men operating 
under similar or even more favorable cir- 
cumstances? That isn’t all, they make good 
under the most trying conditions, always 
able to hold their own and frequently help 
the other fellow along too. Men not fa- 
miliar with this breed of cattle should make 
a special effort to get all the information 
available. If you have a friend in such a 
plight you will be doing him a favor by get- 
ting a copy of the Journal into his hands, 
for there is always something of interest 
being presented by men like Mr. Krall who 
know their Aberdeen-Angus cattle well.

ual bird. Probably the greatest factor that 
influences culling is the problem of feeding. 
It is safe to say that no one can cull from 
the standpoint of egg production where a 
flock has been fed only scratch grain or, in 

other words, corn alone or oats alone. 

Thousands of hens have been culled in 
the past from flocks where such feeding 
practices have been followed. Hens fed on 
such a basis can, in many instances, be made 
profitable producers provided they receive a 
mash that is properly balanced in every re- 
spect. Therefore, in order to cull success- 
fully it is necessary for a flock to be fed 
a well balanced feed for at least six weeks 
to two months before the hens are culled. 
The hen herself will reveal by her physical 
characteristics whether or not she has been 
properly managed. Practice in culling will 
enable the producer to determine through 
observation whether or not the feeding or 
management has influenced the physical 
characteristics of the hen. 

As a general rule, the principal object in 
Summer culling is to eliminate the hens 
that are not producing. In the Fall of the 
year, during September, October and No- 
vember, culling includes those individuals 
that will be most desirable to reserve as 
future breeders. Summer and Fall culling 
or, in fact, culling at any time of the year 
should be done from the standpoint of 
health and vigor. 

In the Fall of the year greater stress is 
laid upon the trueness to standard type and 
color as well as egg production. Some hens 
are able to stand the strain of high egg pro-

duction and maintain a good physical condi- 
tion while others become more or less ex- 
hausted. These latter birds should not be 
retained for breeders. 

The writer had occasion to cull a flock of 
250 White Wyandottes the latter part of 
June last year. Examination of about a 
dozen of the hens revealed the fact that 
these birds were from from one-third to 
one-half in the moult. This condition re- 
vealed a lack of properly balanced feed and 
upon explaining to the owner of this flock 
the effect of feeding he stated that this par- 
ticular flock had not been fed anything but 
a meagre scratch grain ration during the 
months of May and June. 

Moult and Its Relation to Culling. 

Moult oftentimes reveals the physical con- 
dition of the bird, especially if this moult 
takes place outside of the normal moult per- 
iod. Partial moult is represented by hackle 
or body moult. General moult constitutes 
hackle, body and wing moult. 

Partial moult will take place in many 
cases due to abnormal conditions, such as a 
radical change in feeding, a severe cold 
spell or some form of improper manage- 
ment. When a general moult takes place in 
birds during the early Summer it is safe to 
assume that the birds are being handled im- 
properly or that the stock possesses low 
production characteristics. In general moult 
we find the condition can be observed read- 
ily by a study of the primary teathers. 

The length of time that a hen has been 
moulting can be determined by the number 
and length of new feathers, together with 
the hardness of the feathers. Tne primary 
feather next to the axial feather drops when 
the body moult starts and approximately 6 
weeks on the average is required for it to 
grow to full length. The second feather is 
dropped about two weeks later and so on 
with each subsequent feather until the 10, 
11 or 12 primaries have been removed. 

In calculating the time elapsed since the 
moult started, 6 weeks should be allowed 
for the first full-grown feather and 2 weeks 
more for each additional feather. If a hen 
possesses a considerable quantity of reserve 
energy she may go through the moult more 
rapidiy than in the case of a bird possessing 
a more exhausted condition. 

The new primary feathers, when matured, 
may be identified by their clear, bright ap- 
pearance with the web slightly wider and 
less pointed. The base of the shaft on the 
under side of the wing shows less of the 
clear horny quill than is seen in the older 
feathers. The moult is usually at the same 
stage in both wings. 

The above conditions hold very well for 
the early, slow-moulting, poor-producing 
hen but are not as reliable for the high-pro- 
ducing, late moulters. The principal differ- 
ences comes in the rapidity with which good 
hens moult. Instead of dropping the prim- 
ary feathers separately they frequently 
drop 2, 3 or 4 or even 5 feathers at a time. 

When two or more new feathers grow in 
together they are generally counted as one 
in calculating the time for growth. This 
works very well until the feathers reach full 
length, when it is impossible to judge 
whether they came in one at a time or all 
together. Heavy producers frequently shed 
nearly all their feathers at once, those in- 
cluding hackle, body and wing. The low 
producers usually moult very slowly, re- 
quiring several months to renew their coat 
of feathers. Feeding during the period of 
moult may have some influence upon the 
rapidity with which feathers are replaced. 

A careful study of moult is very essential 
to successful culling. The rate of intensity 
in production or persistent production are 
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The same is true from the standpoint of 
the distance between the lay bones or pel- 
vic arches. In a good laying hen the dis- 
tance between the pelvic arches is 3 to 4 
fingers. When a hen stops laying or is lay- 
ing at a very low rate of speed the distance 
between the pelvic arches contracts and 
eae can be correlated to the extent of the 
moult. 

If a bird is not in the moult she should 
show good distance between pelvic arch and 
keel bone; also good distance between the 
pelvic arches in order to possess the char- 
acteristics necessary for a good producer. 

Pigmentation and Its Relation to Culling. 

In those birds possessing a yellow pig- 
ment in the shanks and skin, such as the 
Rhode Island Reds, Barred Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes, etc., we find the heavy producers 
will fade out a considerable portion of this « 
coloring and many times one can judge by 
this fading the production ability of the 
hen. This fading takes place in the shanks, 
in the beak, the ear lobes and around the 
vent. 

When the hen is not laying she deposits 

fat tissue throughout the body. This fat, 
in the yellow-shanked varieties, contains a 
yellow pigment and gives the bird a yellow 
color. 
The light-colored shanks, beak, vent and 
ear lobes are correlated with the heavy pro- 
ducers: the deeper coloring with the low 
producers. In the breeds possessing no 
large amount of color pigment, such as the 
English breeds, one cannot determine the 
production ability by the fading.
